Frank, N. W. T., May 1.— The latest 


figures compiled as the result of the 
sliding of the rocky top of Turtle 
mountain down upon -the sleepinj 
town of Frank places the, number ol 
those known to have been killed at 66. 


The slide of rock destroyed the 


plant of the Canadian* American Coal 
and Coke company,, did a vast amount 
of damage to the mine, and completely 
devastated about 10 square . miles of 
the finest and ,most picturesque sec- 
tion of Crow's Nest Pass. Many of 
the bodies of the dead will never be 
found. Some cabins are buried under 
150 feet of rock. Although orjcanized, 
efforts » were made to search for 
bodies, only 19 have so far been re: 


covered. 


Most of the corpses found were 


mangled almost beyond recognition. 
The direct monetary damage will ex- 
ceed $1,500,000. The actual loss to 
the mine company will not exceed 
$200,000. The Canadian Pacific rail- 
way loses heavily through the block- 
ing of its track. 


The yawning chasm still remains 


open, according to reports brought in 
by men who have been on the other 
side of Turtle mountain. In the down- 
ward rush of the debris the entire op- 
erating plant of the French-Canadian 
Coal company was carried away. The 
buildings demolished included the 
tipple, boiler house, engine house, 
electric light plant, repair shops and 
a row of coke ovens. 
Seven houses 


owned by the company were smashed 
Into kindling, six of them being oblit- 
erated 
and their occupants killed, 


while 10 other houses which were sit- 
uated in the valley east of town were 
demolished. The people living in these 
houses were instantly 'killed as they 
•lent. •

Per- 
haps his yictinis do not quite grasp 
the process of dissection to which they 
were subjected. .Perhaps they are still 
too close to the primitive sources of 
social" life^uul fortifying contact with 
nature to appreciate' the superiority 
of Latin irony, iiii ultra civi,lized weap- 
on reserved for a dclicute epidermis."

A chain across the level track at the 
end of the loop, used to stop the auto, 
broke as the machine sped from the 
loop, and -the vehicle, with Moon in it, 
dashed forward on the level track, 
elevated six feet from the ground and 
leaped into space. It barely missed 
"Governor" Robinson in the decent to 
earth and badly shook up Artist Moon. 
With the aid of two of the circus em- 
ployes Moon was able to bow to the 
plaudits of the audience of 3000 per- 
sons 


Moon's act is considered the most 


daring of loop-the-loop feats. Although 
the track is four feet wide Moon says 
It looks but four inches to him from 
the platform from which he starts. 
He says that every attempt of the act 
he feels like a noose is being placed 
over bis neck, so near death does he 
seem. 


John G Robinson says that every 


time he sees Moon he 
is sorry he 


signed a contract with him, fearing 
that sooner or later .t may prove to 
be the latter's death warrant.
